ing Great Britain a v ery definite domina tion of the seas. 
W e liv e and lea rn, but it should be many moons before 
your altruistic Uncle Samuel ev er sa crifices a nother thirty- 
tw o ca pita l ships in the interest of disa rma ment. 
And as a 
sidelig ht to tha t observ a tion— w ouldn’t it ha v e been nice 
had this country ca nceled all wa r debts in order to help Eng ­ 
la nd, Fra nce and Italy maintain their streng th in cruisers.

Serv a nts have n ’t b ecome “ uppi h,” b ut em ploy ers have, 
intima tes the report. 
Servants are d em an d in g no more in 
the wa y of decent quarters, time off, and special privileges: 
but employers do not grant privileges as readilj 
as b e f or e . 
One a nswer to that, of course, is that the high cost of liv­ 
ing has put a pre m ium upon “ time off” and other pivqun- 
ites. 
Restricted immigration has not affected the servant prob ­ 
lem a t all, continues the report, giving figures to prove that 
when immigration was utterly unrestricted, the same sca r­ 
city of serv a nts existed. 
The conclusion is made that “ b oth native Am erican and 
foreign-born women prefer other means of earning a living.“ 
In short, the servant prob lem we will have with 
us alwavs.
